The order, howev er, applies to all J apanese, German 
and Italian nationals, as well as to citizens of the United 
States. 
The President’s order did not specify the military areas 
to he prescribed by the secretary of war, leav ing it to the 
latter’s discretion and that of his military commanders.

A stuffing can add a great deal 
to a roast not only in mak ing more 
substantial serv ings possible but 
also in extending the flav or of the 
meat because the juices which cook 
out as It roasts blend with the 
flav or of the stuffing. 
The use of a stuffing Is there- 
f ^ an economy measure which at 
the same time giv es a ce r^ n 
style and added goodness to the 
meat. For the small amount of 
extra woiic required to prepare 
the stuffing, it Is certainly weU 
worth while and the thrifty home­ 
mak er will hav e a v ariety of good 
recipes for stuffings in her reper­ 
tory. 
The roasts which lend them­ 
selv es especially well to the use 
of stuffing are those from which 
the bones can be remov ed to form 
pock et. 
Such a cut, for in­ 
stance, is the shoulder of lamb. 
This contains odd shaped hones 
which mak e carv ing difficult. It 
can be boned and rolled or It can 
be boned and left flat. TThe sides 
are then sewed or sk ewered, with 
an opening left so that stuffing 
may be inserted. 
The meat is 
then cook ed lik e any other roast, 
A pineapple stuffing is unusual 
and v ery tasty for lamb shoulder 
roast. 
Hav e square-cut lamb shoulder 
boned and sewed at the mark et, 
leav ing one side open for inserting 
the stuffing. Season the shoulder, 
outside and in. with salt and pep­ 
per. Fill with pineapple stuffing. 
Sew or sk ewer the edges together. 
Place the roast, fat side up, on a 
rack in an open roasting pan. Put 
it in a slow ov en (300 degrees F.) 
and roast until done. Allow about 
thirty minutes per pound for roast­ 
ing a boned and stuffed shoulder 
and about forty minutes per pound 
for a rolled shoulder. 
3 tablespoons minced onion 
2 tablespoons melted butter 
2 cups soft bread crumbs 
Salt and pepper 
1 tablespoon minced parsley

Season the 
roast inside and out with salt and 
pepper. Fill pock et with spinach 
stuffing and sew or sk ewer edges 
together. Place the shotilder fat 
side up on a rack in an open 
roasting pan and place in a mod­ 
erate ov en (350 degrees F.). Al-

India will no t be ea sy unless 
they ha v e a fifth co lumn much 
mo re po werful tha n the British 
suppo se. Bo th Chia ng Ka i-Shek 
a nd his wife went into India 
fo r the specific purpo se o f per 
sua ding the lo ca l 
lea ders 
to 
crush the fifth co lumnists im­ 
media tely , ra ther tha n wa it fo r 
the g enera l publicized purpo se o f 
enlisting their sy mpa thies. 
The Indian politicians may b e 
anti-British, b ut they also are an- 
ti-Jap. They hav e 700,000 troops 
at their disposal (15 times as 
many as the Japs had recent­ 
ly on the Burmese front near­ 
est them) and these are fairly 
well equipped except in the air. 
The Japanese, howev er, can­ 
not push straight on from Bur­ 
ma into India. The mountains 
do not lead that way and there 
are no roads worth mentioning. 
A land attack across the wild 
and lofty frontier is not likely. 
What the Japs will no doub t 
do, if they decide to try India 
at all, is to organize transports 
along the Burma coast for the 
type of campaign they used in 
Malaya.

Hid you read about the p arents of Joe Di­ 
M aggio.'the baseball p layer? It was on the sp ort 
p ages of the nation'« newsp ap ers and for fear 
that some of our readers might have missed the 
item we are taking the liberty of re-telling the 
story. 
According to a United Press disp atch from San 
Francisco, Momma and Pop p a DiMaggio hop e to 
acquire American citizenship through an act of 
Congress or a Presidential edict, even though they 
are not entitled to citizenship p ap ers until after 
the war. 


Now Pop p a came to this country in 1898. That 


W'as 44 years ago. Pop p a had 44 years in which 
to m ake a decision to become a citizen of the 


land. But it took 
a w ar to stir him. Momma Di­ 
Maggio came to this country' in 1902. That's 40 
years—but 
until a 
few' days ago she thought 
so little of 
her American p rivileges that 
she 
hartn t bothered to take out citizenship p ap ers. 
The DiMaggios have nine children, all Ameri­ 
can citizens and all growing up under the p ro­ 
tection of the American government, It is to be 
p resumed that all nine of the children have had 
some education in 
the p ublic 
schools of 
this 
country. It can also be assumed th a t all of the 
children and Momma and Pop p a 
enjoyed 
the 
other benefits that 
come with citizenship . But ; 
Momma and Pop p a have never voted, at least 
legally, for they are not citizens. 
We can see no difference between Momma and 
Pop p a DiMaggio and the thousands of other aliens 
of the land who valued citizenship so lightly that 
they never bothered to take out p ap ers and accep t 
the resp onsibility of citizenship . 
If others are 
ship p ed to Montana, or wherever aliens are to 
be kep t, we can see no reason why Momma and 
and Pop p a should be exemp t. Just because Joe 
DiMaggio and his two brothers can hit baseballs 
(for which they get adequate rewards), is hardly 
reason for granting their p arents exemp tion that 
other aliens can’t get.
